TREATY ADVOCATES 
ELATED BY RESULT 


Opposition Leaders Also 
Claim Victory by Reason 
of 31 Votes Cast in Fa- 
vor of Amendments. 


Washington, October 2.—At last 
reaching the stage of action in ita 
consideration of the peace treaty, 
the senate swept aside in quick suc- 
cession today thirty-six of the for- 
ty-five amendments which had been 
written into the document by the 
» foreign relations committee. 

The smallest majority recorded 
against any of the committee pro- 
posals was fifteen and the largest 
Was twenty-eight. All of § the 
amendments considered had been in- 
troduced by Senator Fall, republi- 
can, New Mexico, and were designed 
to curtail American participation in 
European settlements resulting 
from the war. 

Of the nine amendments yet to be 
acted on, six relate to the Shantung 
section, two propose to equalize 
voting power in the league of na- 
tions, and one would Jimit Ameri- 
om’on the repara- 
~tiens commission. In the absence of 
~@ definite agreement for disposition 
of these proposals, senate leaders 
thought tonight that the debate 
might run on for several days be- 
fore another roll call is taken. 
BOTH SIDES 
CLAIM VICTORY. 

Throughout the day’s voting the 
Gemocrats presented a@ solid front 
_ against the amendments except for 
Gore, of Oklahoma, and 
_. "Thomas, of Colorado. Seventeen re- 
publicans, on the other hand, lined 
up against the first committee pro- 
_. posal to be considered, and most of 
them stood with the democrats on 
all succeeding roll calls. Many of 
them announced they were for res- 
ervations which they believed 
would Gover the same ground with- 
out endangering the treaty. 

At adjournment the treaty advvo- 
cates declared themselve& elated at 
the day’s work and the position 
leaders also were clai g a victory 
on the showing made for their 
amendments. They mustered a 
maximum strength of thirty-one, 
which, with absentees, would be 
sufficient, they declared, to insure 
the treaty’s defeat unless satisfac- 
tory qualifications are accepted. 
Thirty-three negative votes on the 
final roll call, they pointed out, 
would make impossible the two- 
thirds majority mecessary for rati- 
fication. 

Under a special agreement 
apeeches on the amendments were 
limited to five minutes and nearly 
half of the senate membership got 
into the running debate, which oc- 
cupied most of the day. Only a few 
genators were absent and many 
members of the house crowded into 
the rear of the chamber to see the 
first real action on the treaty, whiic 
in the filled galleries the ushers 
stood guard in the aisles to re- 
strain spectators from applauding 
the declarations from the floor. 
APPLAUSE FROM 
GALLERY. 

Once during the debate the rule 
against applause was broken, how- 
ever, a wave of hand-clapping fol- 
lowing a speech by Senator Mc- 
' Gumber, of North Dakota, a repub- 
lican member of the committee, 
|.pleading against amendment of the 
areaty, and concluded by declaring 
that no harm could come of “Amer- 
jca’s “doing its full duty to_ the 
wery end.” ‘The demonstration was 
quickly hushed by vigorous use of 
the gavel. 

There were only four roll calls, al! 
\the other amendments being voted 
down by acclamation. 

FIRST RECORD VOTE 
60 TO 38. 

The first record vote stood 50 to 
$8 against an amendment to elim- 
inate the United States from repre- 
sentation on the commission to ad- 

ust the German-Belgian boundary. 
he senate went’ on record 31 to 56 
against withdrawing from the Saar 
‘basin commission; 28 to 53 against 
refusing to be a party to the agree- 
ments affecting Czecho-Slovakia; 
and 31 to 46 against precluding this 
country from the upper Silesia set- 
tlement.

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HOPE DIMMs 
OF EARLY ENDING 
IN BRITISH STRIKE 


Failure of Negotiations 
Between Government 
and the Union Leaders 
Makes Situation Again 
Grave. 


MEDIATION EFFORTS 
TO BE CONTINUED 


Government Works Un- 
tiringly to Insure Public 
Service — Transport 
Workers’ Head to Seek 
Another Conference To- 
day. 


London, October 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Though it would 
be premature to abandon hope of a 
settlement of the railway strike, the 
Situation tonight has disappointed 
the almost universal expectation of 
some arrangement fesulting from 
the numerous conferences yester- 
day and today between the labor 
representatives and the government 
and the position is again grave. 

James Henry Thomas, gener .1 sec- 
retary of the National Union of 
Railway Men, announced that the 
efforts to reopen the negotiations 
collapsed owing to the govern- 
ment’s refusal to go beyond its pre- 
vious offer.

diation, and while the strike con- 
tinued, the railroad men ‘would do 
nothing to hinder mediation. 

After a conference of the execu- 
tives of the railway men and trans- 
port workers, Mr. Thoma'’s issued a 
statement in which he said: 

“Rumors of.a settlement are in- 
correct. The negotiations have 
broken down, inasmuch as the gov- 
ernment offer does not differ from 
that of Friday last.” 

To Hold Another Meeting. 

The transport workers’ federation 
will hold another meeting, indicat- 
ing that they are still reluctant to 
call a strike. The government is 
unceasing in its organization to in- 
Sure public services, and, under 
emergency powers, has closed Re- 
gents park to the public, and is 
using the park as a clearing center 
for market produce, frozen meat and 
fish, in the same way that Hyde 
park is being used for the distribu- 
tion of milk. 

Today’s failure to reach a settle- 
mentcannot properly be described 
as a breakdown of negotiations, be- 
cause there have been no actual ne- 
gotiations, so far as the government 
is concerned. It is rather a failure 
of efforts at mediation between the 
National Unionof Railway Men and 
the government. It is learned that 
Premier Lloyd-George was in the 
conference room at Downing street 
on Wednesday night for only a very 
few minutes—at the beginning and 
end of the conference. The remain- 
der of the time was occupied in talks 
among the delegates themselves. 
Similarly today there have been only 
short interviews with the premier, 
who, however, discussed the situa- 
tion at length with the transport 
workers’ deputation alone. These 
discussions have been conducted on 
a friendly basis, the premier invit- 
ing his guests to tea. 

Statements Issu@d. 

Robert Williams, general secre- 
tary of the Transport Workers’ 
unioh, announced tonight that he 
would seek another conference with 
the premier tomorrow, and there 
will be a meeting of the executives 
of the various unions involved to 
consider a future course of action. 

Both the prime minister and Secre- 
tary Thomas issued _ statements, 
which were shown on every motion 
picture screen tonight, setting forth 
briefly the respective attitudes of 
the government and the union. 

The premier declared that the 
government was not engaged in 
fighting trade unions, but to pre- 
vent an attack against the life of 
the community. Secretary Thomas 
declared that the railway men were 
not fighting the community, but 
against aconspiracy to lower wages. 
RUMORED RETURN

FRENCH CHAMBER 
RATIFIES TREATY 


With Vote of 372 to 53. 
Franco-American and 
Franco-British Treaties 
Both Unanimously Rati- 


fied. -

Paris, October 2.—The chamber of 


deputies today ratified the German 
peace treaty by a vote of 372 to 53. 

The chamber then took up the 
treaties between France and the 
United States and France and Great 
Britain. 

The Franco-American and Franco- 
British treaties were unanimously 
ratified. A total of 501 votes was 
cast for the two treaties. 


Session Without Interest. 

The last day’s discussion of the 
treaty in the chamber was without 
incident or even interest. “'xteen 
speakers occupied two hours in giv- 
ing reasons for the votes they were 
about to cast. These reasons in- 
terested the speakers far more than 
they did the house, which paid scan, 
attention to the debate. The major- 
ity of the speakers were socialists 
and thetr reasons were much the 


same. 
Premier Clemenceau was present 
throughoyt the session. lie showea 
igps of- interest unly during. the, 
interlude while the voter were be- 
ing counted. He then stood up and 
was surrounded by deputies, with 
whom he carried on an active con- 
versation. 
Assures French Approval. 

Ratification of the German peace 
treaty by the French chamber of 
deputies by the dec'give vote of 
372 to 53 may be considered as as- 
suring the approval of the Versailles 
peace by the second of the great 
powers which has. voted upon it. 
Great Britain has already by act 
and the formal announcement of 


ratification 1s only awaiting the re- 
cespt of advises that Australia, the 
last of Great Britain's dominions to 
act upon it, has registered its ap- 
proval, The French senate has yet 
to act, but its assent now seems a 
foregone conclusion. 

The apprévalof three of the great 
powers, in addition to that of Ger- 
many, is needed to put the treaty 
into effect. 


Brand of “Thug” 
For Egg Throwers 
From Senator Reed 


Ardmore, Okla., October 2.—No 
official action has been taken lo- 
cally toward investigating the dis- 
turbance last night which prevent- 
ed Senator James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri from delivering an address in 
this city's public auditorium against 
the league of nations. 

During the demonstrations about 
one dozen eggs were thrown at 
the senator and others on the 
stage and one revolver shot was 
fired into the hall. Senator Reed’s 
coat and hat were splashed by the 
broken eggs. The egg-throwing 
tuok place in full glare of electric 
lights after the hall had been in 
darkness 15 minutes, somebody out- 
sice having cut the wires. 

Efforts today are being made to 
identify the persons who threw tke 
eggs and the man who fired the 
shot. Certain citizens also have 
expressed the intention to confer 
with Governor Robertson and At- 
torney General Freeling at 
homa City with a view to having 
the affair investigated.

Steel Head Says He Op- 
poses Encouragement to 
the “Vicious Element” 
Which Is Largely Re- 
sponsible for Strikes. 


SAYS UNION CONTROL 
MEANS HIGHER COSTS 


While Senate Labor Com- 
mittee Hears Testimony, 
Both Sides in the Great 
Steel Strike Claim Gains 
During Day. 


Washington, October 2.—Stand- 
ing squarely on his assertion that 
the issue in the pending _§ strike 
throughout the steel industry is the 
open shop, Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of the Unit- 
ed States Steel corporation, com- 
pleted his testimony today before 
the senate labor committee inves- 
tigating the steel controversy. 

During colloquy with committee 
members, particularly Senator 
Walsh, democrat, of Massachusetts, 
Judge Gary flatly declared that he 
could not now consider compromise 
or arbitration, or meet with strik- 
ers’ representatives, 

The senate during the day by res- 
olution approved the committee’s 
plan to CAFE, ites investigation . to 
iMitsbtg art hee steel centers 
after heating tomorrow Wriliam @& 
Foster, secretary of the .strikera”’ 
committee, and perhaps one or two 
other leaders on that side of the 
controversy. 

PUBLIC INTEREST 
PARAMOUNT. 

“I'm sorry I can’t take the posi- 
tion that members of this commit- 
tee do,” Judge Gary said in explain- 
ing his refusal to arbitrate the is- 
sue. “Il gonsider the public’s inter- 
est aS paramount in the refusal. If 
the strike is left to follow its in- 
evitable course, if a certain vicious 
element in this country gets no en- 
couragement to continue calling 
strikes of the kind, the situation 
will be helpful in preventing indus- 
trial disturbances of the kind ev- 
erywhere in the country.” 

Government intervention, he said, 
should be confined to maintaining 
peace and order, which he addcd 
Wae@ethe only present need in the 
s..- ation. He told the committee 
that he recognized concentrated 
capital had power to do more or 
less harm, and said he personally 
favored strict federal control, even 
to licensing and commission super- 
vision of industrial conditions, but 
that the present condition demand- 
ed no such remedies. Labor like- 
wise, he said, needed control, but 
the greatest controlling power he 
said lay in “enlightened public sen- 
timent.”’ . 

SAYS UNIONS 
MEAN HIGH COST. 

In a sharp exchange between the 
witness and Senator Walsh, - Judge 
Gary refused to say his act¥an in 
refusing to meet union leaders in- 
dicated. a permanent policy. His 
course, he explained, would be di- 
rected in every situation toward the 
maintenance of the open shop, and 
the present refusal seemed to him 
best calculated to bring about that 
end. 

Judge Gary said unions in Eng- 
land control industry “to the great 
damage of the country and she is 
compelled to do things that are not 
good examples for us.” 

“If they get control here,” he 
said, “it will mean the establish- 
ment of methods and practices 
tending to increase costs and lower 
production very greatly, all at the 
expense of consumers.” 


WON’T CONFER 
WITH UNIONS. 

“What good is it for men to be- 
long to unions,” said Senator Walsh, 
democrat, Massachusetts, “if, when 
they join you refuse to discuss any- 
thing with their representatives?” 

“Is it right,” Judge Gary coun- 
tered, “for 10 per cent of men who 
may belong to unions to dictate con- 
ditions for the other 90 per cent?” 

“But your position is the same,” 
Senator Walsh continued, “even if 
90 per cent of the men were organ- 
ized, you would not confer with 
their representatives.” 

“I haven’t said so,” Judge Gary 
replied. “That question has not 
come up. We shall not do anything 
to injure the open shops.” 

“Let’s settle this point right 
here,” Senator Walsh broke in, 
“Will you confer with any repre- 
sentative of organized labor today, 
to help settle this strike?” 

“IT will not,” Judge Gary 
turned.

NO ACTION TAKEN 
ON CONTROVERSY 
OVER STATE FUND 


Continuance of School 
During Month of Decem- 
bér Depends Upon Board 
of Education Receiving 
Apportionment Made by 
Georgia. 


“NAGGING” IS CHARGED 


TO MEMBERS OF BOARD, 


After Hot Discussion at 
Meeting Held Thursday 
Afternoon Mayor Key 
Moves to Adjourn, and 
the Gathering Comes to 
Close 


Coming together Thursday after- 
noon for the purpose of discussing 
a possible settlement of the contro- 
versy that has arisen over the re- 
spective rights of the board of edu- 
cation and the city council to the 
State educational fund of $131,000, 
a hot discussion arose before the 
meeting was called to order, and 
after making the statement that a 
spirit of antagenism had been en- 
gendered among the city fathers 
because of the “nagging” of the 
school board, Mayor Key brought 
the meeting to an abrupt end by a 
motion, to adjourn, 

Notwithstanding that the meeting 
had not been called to order, the 
motion of the mayor was not op- 
posed, and the city’s chief execu- 
tive left the hall, while other mem- 
bers of the board remained to dis- 
cuss the weighty question: “Shall 
Atlanta's 30,000 school children have 
a holiday during the month of De- 
cember?” 

Mayor Key had suggested that 
the board of education relinquish 
its claim upon the $131,000 that 
will come to the schools through 
the state educational fund, and in- 
timated that sueh action upon the 
part of the board would serve to 
mollify many of thecity fathers who 
have become “sore” over the “nag- 
ging” he declared had been kept 
up’ by the board of education. 

Key Scores Scheols. 

“I believe the worst opposition 
we have in council to the emer- 
gency tax measure,” said Mayor 
Key, “is because of the schools. 
Take the schools out of the measure 
and 1 believe it would pass.” 

After characterizing the contro- 
versy now on as to what should 
be done with the state school fund 
as a “mere legal quibble,” the may- 
or declared that one of the worst 
features of the situation that now 
exists over the school fund, and the 
emergency tax, is the “antagonism 
between the city council and the 
school board,” 

Mayor Key was questioned in a 
spirited manner by Fred E. Win- 
burn as to what was meant by 
“nagging” and the mayor replied: 
“Ll would withdraw all these nag- 
ging questions,” referring tv the 
cemarncas by the board for the state 
school funds. 

Mr. Winburn emphatical'y denied 
having “nagged” the city fathers at 
any time, and declared ‘also that he 
had heard no nagging upon the 
part of the other members. He 
pointed out, on the other hand, that 
he and other members of tne board 
of education had severai times 
worked with council in trying to 
put over public questions, such as 
the bond issue and tax increase, 

W. KH. Terrell, declared that he 
had also supported some of these 
measures against his better jgudig- 
ment, ia order to help council out, 
and that if his contentions for the 
State fund for the @oard of educa- 
tion were “nagging,” he wanted it 
understoed that he refused flatly to 
withdraw them. 

“Kield Itself Aloof,.” 

In answer to a question from Su- 
perintendent W. F. Dykes, Mayor 
Key state@ that it was his belief 
that the emergency tax measure 
would pass council, but for the an- 
tagonism on the part of the board 
of education, and he gave it as his 
opinion that the board of education 
had continuously “held itself aloof 
from the city government and coun- 
cil as the opposite party to a con- 
troversy.”. 

The statement of Mayor Key was 
challenged by Mr. Winburn, caus- 
ing the mayor to declare that he 


had not stated it as a fact, but as 
his opinion, and the discussion pass- 
ed to the merits of the original 
proposition made by the mayor that 
the board of education relinquish its 
claims for this year upon the state 
school fund in the interest of har- 
mony. 

Finding, however, that a. majority 
of those present were not favorable 
to the proposition, the mayor said,

Killed While Guarding Prisoners.

who had been taken prisoner and 
whom he was guarding in an auto- 
mobile en route to Helena, increased 
the number of white dead as a re- 
sult of the disorder to five. Eleven 
negroes are known to have been 
killed, and several others are re- 
ported to have lost their lives, but 
their bodies have not been I+ cated. 
The four negroes were in an auto- 
mobile under guard when one of 
their number seized Mr. Lilly’s pis- 
tol and shot him to death. The ne- 
groes then were Killed by other 
members of the posse. Other inci- 
dents of the day were the finding 
of a negro woman fatally wounded 
near Elaine, and the wounding of 
two soldiers, Sergeant Earl Gay, of 
the headquarters company, and Cor- 
poral Luther Earl, of Company H, 
Fourth infantry. The latter was 
shot in the face and seriously 


wounded. Sergeant Gay was not 
badly hurt.

withheld suggestions.

the treaty must be appointed by the 
president with the senate’s consent. 
Amendments to the league cove- 
nant also would be ratified by the 
senate as all treaties. 

Lacks Sufficient Votes. 


“It is hardly necessary,’ said 
Senator Smith, in presenting the 
reservations, “to call the vattention 
of the senators to the fact that the 
treaty can not be ratified in its 
presert form, Instead of receiving 
the required two-thirds vote for 
ratification, there seems little doubt 
that more nearly two-thirds are 
convinced it should not be ratified 
and would vote against ratification. 
I desire ‘to see the treaty rat 
but I believe reservations shou! 
made and call upon all senato 
aid in perfecting reservations, 
we may ratify the treaty as soon 
as possible. 

‘I Know it has been urged that 
the entire treaty and league cov- 
enant should be ratified and amend- 
ments and corrections made after- 
wards. This would be dangerous 
and impracticable. We should not 
bind this country by doubtful lan- 
Zuage or objectionable provisions, 
trusting to so uncertain a means 
of future correction. This is the 
time to make clear what we mean 
and what we are willing to do, 
Great Britain and France can ap- 
prove and the reservations will be 
passed on practically as a supple- 
ment to the covenant.” 

Senator Smith said it would be 
“foolish to claim that the league 
is a@ guarantee against war.” 

“It may help. preserve peace,” he 
added, “‘but it could not be hoped 
that it would help-if its very pro- 
visions left a certainty of dispute 
among its members as to what it 
meant.”

RIFLES FOR OMSK 
| HELD BY GRAVES 


Commander of the U. S. 
Forces in Siberia Takes 
Steps to Stop Hostile 
Acts of Cossack Chiefs.

Omsk, September (By the 
Associated Press.)—Major General 
Graves, commander of the Ameri- 
ean forces in Siberia, in retaliation 
for the alleged scurrilous articles 
published in Vladivostok newspa- 
per and hostile acts of Cossack 
chiefs in the Far East, has held 
a shipment of 14,000 rifles 
ich recently arrived at Vliadivo- 
stok from America consigned to the 
all-Russian government at Omsk. 

Giving notice of his action by 
telegraph, General Graves, in direct 
and forceful language, declares he 
will personally cause the arrest of 


sion of the newspaper—The Colos 
Rodini—unless the Omsk govern- 
ment does so. He asserts further 
that unless the activity of the Cos- 
sack chiefs is controlled he will 
recommend that America refuse to 
render further assistance to Russia. 
General Graves says he will retain 
the arms until advised as to what 
action the Omsk government pro- 
poses to take. 
Russian Reply. 

In replying, the Omsk govern- 
ment says in its view the subject 
constitutes a diplomatic and not a 
military problem, which should be 
approached through recognized 
diplomatic channels, and that the 
government there awaits a com- 
munication from the state depart- 
ment at Washington. It says that 
“not Wishing to formulate any re- 
criminations, it will not enter into 
an argument which might impair 
the lively sympathy which it be- 
lieves has been awakened in 
America for the cause of Admiral 
Kolchak.” 

In respect to the holding up of 
the shipment of rifles, astonish- 
ment is expressed by the govern- 
ment that local troubles in the Far 
East, which the government re- 
gards as. an international problem, 
and not a purely Russian one, 
“should impel General Graves to 
take steps which might jeopardize 
a more far-reaching and more vital 
undertaking, namely, the suppres- 
sion of bolshevism at the critical] 
moment when Siberian troops are 
conducting a successful offensive.” 

Rifles Paid For. 

It igs pointed out that Genera] 
Graves’ course is “peculiarly aston- 
ishing in view of the fact that the 
rifles were bought and paid for by 
the Russian government.” 

The threatened suppression of the

“We are pleased by Judge Gary’s 
Statements before the senate com- 
mittee investigating the steel strike. 
They show more convincingly that 
anything which we could say that 
the head of the United States Stee] 
corporation stands Stubbornly for 
autocratic control of industry. He 
believes in the System under which 
a small board of directors

355 Women Out of 1,021 
Heard From Are in Fa- 
vor of Giving Help to 
School Children. 


Free textbooks is the cause 
which is leading in the postcard 
- vote undertaken by the central com- 


mittee in an effort to obtain an ex- 


Pression of opinion from 51 per cent 
of the registered women on the dis- 
position of the funds accrutng from 
the women’s fees, now in the hands 
of Tax Collector Lucien Harris. 

Only 1,021 return cards have been 
received by The Constitution, which 
Was asked to receive and count the 
votes, and which is about 27 per 
cent of the total number of regis- 
tered women. If the desired 51 per 
cent is reached, it will require 1,918 
votes: , 

Thirty-seven of the double postal 
cards have been returned undeliv- 
ered, probably due to the fact that 
the women addressed have moved 
since registration, Any women who 
have failed to receive the official 
card is entitled, however, to have 
her vote counted if ste mails in a 
plain postal card, containing her 
name and address and the purpose 
for which she wishes the funds 
spent. 

The last day for voting is October 
5, and all women are urged to have 
their cards in y tbhis date. Only a 
Moment is needed to cast a vote. 
The card is already stamped and ad- 
dressed and there are only three 


lines to be written before it can: 


be dropped into a mail box. 

It is doubtless through negligence 
that so many have failea to return 
their cards in by this date. Only a 
“eommittee, desirous of security 
unity among the women, requests 
all remaining cards be mailed at 
once, those without cards voting as 
above indicated.

OCTOBER 3 NAMED 
AS “THRIFT DAY” 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


In accordance with the suggestion 
of Secretary of the Treasury Carter 
Glass, Governor Dorsey yesterday 
issued a proclamation naming today, 
October 3, as Thrift day, to be ob- 
served with appropriate instruc- 
tions in economy in the schools. 

It is recognized that one of _the 
elements_in the high cost of living 
is extravagance on the part of the 
people, and teachers are therefore 
urged to inculcate in their pupils 
lessons of thrift which, according 
to Secretary Glass, is essential to 
the highest patriotism and *public 
service as well as a foundation for 
private happiness. The governor's 
proclamation follows: 

‘‘The attention of the public is respectful- 
ly invited to the following communication 
from Hon. Carter Glass, secretary of the 
treasury of the United States, stressing 
the need of thrift on the part of the peopie 
of the country: 

‘**Ip addressing the 20,000,000 or more 
school boys and girls of this country, I am 
addressing the citizenship, the business and 
professional men and women, the produvers 
and consumers and the home-makers of only 
a few years hence. The responsibility of 
all the problems of our country will ulti- 
mately fall upon you. ‘The spirit of patriot- 
ism and helpfulness; which you displayed 
during the world war had proved your fit- 
ness for your future responsibility. Your 
record in production of needed materials 
during the war, “your saving of food and 
meney and your investment in govegnment 


American citizen is justly proud. 

‘**It is the earnest desire of your gov- 
ernment that you should continue to prac- 
tice and mske permanent th se same habits 
of industry and economy, that through 
your influence and example America may 
soou become q nation of savers and Cease 
to be a wasteful nation, that this may be a 
nation of people who always save some part 
of their earnings, who spend money with 
greatest care and who invest what they 
save in some safe place. The habit of 
earning and saving money is a most in- 
teresting and happy one. I am sure that 
this habit has become so fascinating to you 
that you will continue to earn and to save 
through all the months and years to come 
and keep investing what you save in gov- 
ernment securities. 

‘*It is my persona? hope that the les- 
sons of thrift that are being taught in your 
school may help you to develop in your life 
permanent habits of saving and thereby lay 
a foundation for your personal happiness 
and usefulness and ultimately for a bigger 
and better America.’ 

‘In compliance with the request of the 
honorable secretary of the treasury, Fri- 
day, October 3, is hereby designafed as 
THRIFT DAY. On this day it is respect- 
fully suggested that the people of this 
commonwealth give consideration to the 
suggestions made by the honorable secre- 
tary of the treasury, and the school au- 
thorities of the state are requested to im- 
press upon the minds of the pupils the im- 
portance of following the precepts above 
recited. 

‘“‘Given under my hand and the seal of 
the executive department, at the capitol, in 
the city of Atlanta, this the first day of 
October, Nineteen Hundred and Nineteen.”

BERKMAN RELEASED 
ON $15,000 BALL 


Government to Be Asked to 
Investigate the Charges of 
Mistreatment of Prisoners. 


Alexander Berkman, who was ar- 
rested on a deportation warrant by 
the department of immigration after 
spending two years in the federal 
prison in Atlanta, was freed Thurs- 
day afternoon by telegraphic in- 
structions received from Washing- 
ton, and left Atlanta at 1:15 this 
morning for New York. His attor- 
ney, Harry Weinberger, of New 
York, will accompany Berkman on 
the trip to New York. 

Bail of $15,000 was required to 
give Berkman his freedom from 
confinement under the deportation 
Warrant, and this amount was rais- 
ed in Liberty bonds and forwarded 
to Washington by Mr. Weinberger, 
his lawyer... Berkman could not be 
released under the provisions of the 
bail in Atlanta until the authorities 
) here had received word that the 
bail was on deposit in Washington. 
This information, in the form of a 
telegraphic receipt, reached Atlanta 
Thursday afternoon. 

Eugene Kessler, infmigration in- 
spector, had had no authority to 
release Berkman without Washing- 
ton’s\sanction, and the attorneys or 
Berk n were forced to spend 
much time in telephoning by long 
distance to Washington and _ in 
telegraphing before the release 
could be secured upon a_e “receipt 
drawn by Mr. Weinberger here. 

Berkman signifies his intention 
of beginning a campaign in New 
York for the betterment of prison 
conditions, with particular empha- 
sis on securing public favor for an 
immediate amnesty for all political 
and ind@strial prisoners in the 
United States. 

Samuel Castleton, Berkman’s At- 
lanta attorney, says that he  in- 
tends continuing his activities to- 
ward alleviating the alleged condi- 
tions of political prisoners, such as 
Eugene V. Debs and ex-governor of 
Lower California, Senn Zogg, who 
are both serving terms in the Unit- 
ed States penitentiary at Atlanta. 

Harry Weinberger, attorney for 
Berkman, states that the govern- 
ment will be requested to look into 
the matter of the alleged mistreat- 
ment of prisoners at \the federal 
prison, and that copies of Berkman’s 
charges will be forwarded to au- 
thorities in Washington, and that 
copies will be sent to President 
Wilson, Attorney General Palmer, 
the superintendent’ of prisons and 
the solicitor general. 

Weinberger also intimated that 
efforts would be made to have all 
the prisoners in United States peni- 
tentiaries who have been arrested 
for political expression fypetd. He 
further stated that bail“had been 
deposited for Emma Goldman, who 
was arrested’ with Berkman under 
the charge of obstructine the draft 
law, and that she already had her 
freedom, being at present in St. 
Louis.

All divisions of the Fulton su- 
perior court and the city court of 
Atlanta will be adjourned after the 
Monday session next week in order 
to let the courthouse officials as- 
sist in the entertainment of the vis- 
itors who will be in Atlanta in at- 
tendance on the confederate vet- 
erans’ reunion, it was announced 
Thursday.

I have seen Benny Leonard, 
watched Ad Wolgast, praised Stan- 
ley Ketchell and raved about the 
mighty Terry McGovern, but after 
I saw Jake Abel knock “Kid” Karst 
cold in the third round of the sched- 
uled ten-round performance at the 
Armorv. Auditorium last night, I 
can truthfully say that Abel is in 
direct line tor Benny’s title and 
predict that it will not be many 
months before Billy Gibson, the 
pilot of the Leonard attraction, will 
five the pride of Atlanta the show 
he hag justly earned in his last nine 
years of fighting. 

Knocking the battling soldier 
from Fort McPherson cold in three 
rounds means more than words can 
describe. In the first place the 
man trained and managed by Louis 
Most stepped into the ring weigh- 
ing 169 pounds with gloves and at- 
tired in fighting togs. A few sec- 
onds after the soldier tipped the 
beam, Abel, with fighting clothes 
and gloves, weighed but 151% 
pounds. The $100 posted that both 
men would weigh under 165 was 
forfeited by Most. 

Both men were in the pink of con- 
dition. In the first round, the ring 
generalship of the Abel fighter 
showed, and he jabbed at will. He 
hit a hard right to the jaw and as 
the soldier sidestepped, Abel sent 
three hard punches over Karst’s 
right ear. He then toyed with his 
less experienced adversary and ran 
him about the ring. 

Karst Was Confident. 


Karst was full of confidence in 
the first round and stepped right 
into Abel and as Abel lowered his 
guard, he came a little too close 
for self protection and Jake stun- 
ned him with a short uppercut just 
before the first bell. 

In the second round, Jake was 
not too anxious to bring the fight 
to his heavier opponent. He waited 
for Karst but the soldier seemed 
to have learned respect for the 
trusty left of the Atlanta fighter. 
Karst sent a hard blow \to Abel’s 
jaw but the ex-soldier ducked and 
then the fireworks started. He 
clipped Karst’s face and with a 
straight teft brought the _ claret 
from Karst’s nose. Karst was 
swinging wild and showed that he 
needed experience with some one 
trained in ring generalship. 

The third round was one long to 
be remembered. It is often said 
that the rder that you sting Abel, 
the bettér he fights. Abel for the 
first thirty seconds of this round 
played in and out of Karst’s guard. 
And then Karst clipped him one to 
the chin. The smile disappeared 
from Abel’s face and he bored in. 
He sent seven body blows to Karst's 
body before McDonald ordered the 
men to break. 

Karst was now more cagey. He 
played in and out but now Jake 
was following him. Abel caught 
the soldier boy two straight to the 
chin and this staggered him. Then 
to show what he knows about the 
game, Abel quit jabbing at Karst’s 
face and sent three body blows to 
his stomach after which he caught 
the soldier a straight left to the 
chin and down he went. 

Karst Takes Seven. 


Karst was on the floor for the 
count of seven. As he stepped up 
Abel was over him and with another 
left ta the jaw and right to the 
stomach, he floored his heavier man 
and it was ten by McDonald's count 
before Karst knew the “light of 
day.” 

it was a great fight in spite of 
the great overweight in favor of 
Karst. Abel emerged without a 
sear but Karst’s face—a veritable 
punching bag—showed the effects 
of wear. Both men were trained 
to the minutes edge. The heavy 
blows of Karst did not bother Abel 
and when & healthy one was to 
close, Jake was there to duck. 

Just before the fight, McDonald 
announced that Karst was over- 
weight. The crowd clamored to 
know the exact weights and the 
romoter held up the fight and 

rought scales into the ring. Then 
the real weights were announced. 

The house was a real one. A 
semi-windup of eight two-m?fnute 
rounds ended in a victory for Fred- 
fie Boorde of the Walk Miller sta- 
ble over Rabbit Palmer, of the fifth 
fivision, Camp Gordon. Boorde 
earned the decision by his clever- 
ness at in-fighting and his abllity 
to sidestep. :

The Con- 
gressional Record shows the fol- 
lowing colloquy between the sub- 
jects of this narrative: 

Meade—"It is false.” 

Duer—"You are a liar, sir.”

Duer was speaking and, by inu-

_Cincinnati, October 1.—Sixteen 


years ago, on September 11, 1903, 
the name of August Herrmann was 
heralded throughout the width ana 


breadth of the land where basebal} 
flourishes as the chief justice of tne 
national pastime. at that time he 
was incidentally known as the new 
owner of the Cincinnati Reds. This 
condition of public mind had not 
changed until late in July of this 
year when the Reds assumed a leaa 
in the National league race. . 

Today “Garry,” as he is known, 
not only to his intimates but to 
the baseball public in general, 1s 
chiefly recognized as president of 
the Reds, champions of the Nationa) 
league, and only incidentally as 
chairman of the national baseball. 
commission. ” 

In thiscity Herrmann numbers his 
friends by the tens of thousands and 
there are a large majority of these | 
who do not hesitate in saying that 
when baseball gained a leader in 
August Herrmann, politics lost one. 
He was associated with the late 
George B. Cox, as a member of the 
executive council of the republican 
party in Hamilton county and while, 
in late years he has taken no ac- 
tive interest in guiding the destinies 
of the G O. P., he still is able to 
wield an influential armin theparty 
conferences. 

Herrmann Buys Club. 

It was while Herrmann was one 
of Cox’s chief lieutenants that the 
question of purchasing the Cincin-

convention of. the American War 
Mothers in session here, 

Many of the gold-star mothers in 
attendance have requested the pas- 
sage of a resolution asking congress 


to act favorably on the return of 
the soldier dead. 

Several gold-star mothers took is- 
sue with the claim that 75 per cent 
of the mothers wanted their sons 
bodies to remain in France. One 
said: 

“They are our boys; they belong 
to us and we want them home. We 
sent them to France and they gave 
up their lives, and the Jeast the 
government can do is to give us 
back their bodies.” 

Opinion among the gold-star 
mothers seemed so unanimous in 
favor of passing a resolution ask- 
ing the return of the bodies that 
Mrs. Alice M. French, national war 
mother, asked the gold-star mothers 
fo draw up a resolution expressing 
their wishes and said the resolution 
would be taken up today. 

Another resolution asking that 
American soldiers now policing for- 
eign countries be returned as soon 
as possible, was tabled. 

The American War Mothers pass- 
ed a resolution supporting the 
American Legion and expressing 
hope for its continued success in 
the membership campaign now be- 
ing carried on.

The work that these organizations 
have been doing will not be discon- 
tinued. but the direction of it will 
be in the hands of the war depart- 
ment. 

Itgis not yet known whether or 
not enlisted. men will replace the 
secretaries of the various organt!Za- 
tions, but there is a possibility of 
this being done. At the Atlanta 
camps this will affect the Y. M. C. 
A., the K. of C., the American Li- 
brary associstion, the Y. W. C. A, 
and the War Camp Commu- 
nity Service. which will in all 
probability, be combined into one 
organization by the war department. 

All of these organizations have 
done much to make the life of the 
soldiers in the camps as pleasant 
as possible, and have carried their 
work on after the close of the war 
with the same energy and devotion 
that characterized their service dur- 
ine the war.
